Our represcutative Mr, Wright, from this county
made some reinarks on last week in the Legisla-
ture upon the Convention bill whiclh we considex
worthy the attention of vur readers. Whilst we
differ with Mr. Wright upen the possibility of a re-
censtruction of the Government upon tue Critten-
den plan, as it fuils to satisfy justice to the South,
snd conscedes more to the North than the present
Constitution entitles them to,—we are willing to
make it the basis of negotiations.

We believe, that many of the Northern States,
Ceutral and Border, will join our confederacy, and
accede to the South all her just and equal rights.

Mr. Wright's sentiments are good, but not so
firin as we sheuld individualy desire, although they
will deubtless satisfy a majority of his constituents.

Mr. Wright, said:

After 2 inibute: o the memory of Dobbin, Strange,
Twory sod , e was oppoused tu the subsii
tute nf Mr. Person for several reasons, but chictiy
because it did not submit the action of the Counven-
tion to the people. It had been amended in the
Senate and ought to be umended here. That lie
came here with the feelings of & Union Demoerat ;
